The Advantage of the Publick is fo very ton- 
fiderable, that the Banks of New-found-land ig let 
the next Jéwel.in the Crown of England to that 
of the Plantation Trade of Tobacco: I mean here 
of the Cuftoins only as a Branch of the. Revenue, 
For in Refpect of a National Advantage , there 
is no Comparifon betwixt the one and the other. 

Notwithitanding the weak’ Efforts of the lit- 
tle Scriblers of the Age to render our Navy afe- 
le/s, by introdacing Ab/iwd Securities, altogether 
Inconiiftent with our Confiitution, I thali {till 
Maintain our Wooden Wails as the chief Defence 
of our Realm, our Trade, our Navigation, and the 
Queen of Exglands undoubted Right to the Em- 
pire of the Sea: ; Pe :

ftanding I have feen and enquir’d of that Trade, 
Icould never yet know, or hear of any Native 
of England that has been 20 Miles up that Coun- 
try. God knows, after we have pafsd the Woods, 
what {pacious Plains, Level and Fertile Countries 
may be found; what Towns, Cities and Trading 
People are there’! 

| The negle& of Difcoveries is the gteat Fault 
‘of the Englifs Nation. There are Natives of 
New-found-land, fome Straglers we have often 
fen on the Sea Coaft, our People give ‘em the 
Name of Savages, that’s all they know of ’em, 
never having ad any Converfe with a Native, 
but by their Habit and Mein we believe ‘em to 
be of the fame Clan with the Canada Indians on 
the Continent,
